This can l>o 
accomplished In two ways. Drains 
may lie dug nnd n slone conduit built 
to allow the superfluous water to cs- 
enpe, or, wlmt ls better, agricultural 
tile may he laid* In the bottom of the 
trench. If the soil Is very stiff aud re- 
tentive the tiles should not be laid 
over two and n half or three feet deep 
and about one rod apart. If the soli Is 
porous the drains may he placed far- 
ther apart nnd hurled deeper. 

At planting time all broken or decay- 
ed roots should he cut away, leaving 
ouly smooth cut surfaces nnd healthy 
wooil to cornu lu contact with th« soil.

The holes In which trees, vines or
